Father of four 
is dty’s latest 
homicide victim

Greg Pratt was both a prank¬ 
ster and a protector. 

He loved to make people 
laugh, especially his daugh¬ 
ters and numerous nieces and 
nephews. 

At family gatherings, 
when he wasn’t teasing or 
joking with relatives, Pratt 
would show affection by pok¬ 
ing, ear pulling and kissing 
the babies in the room. 

Family members said po¬ 
lice have told them Pratt was 
stabbed to death early Mon¬ 
day morning while tiying to 
break up a fight at a Beverley 
apartment building. 


Sister Heather Pratt said 
that at six feet tall, Greg was 
a big man who was in the 
wrong place at the wrong 
time. 

“I know what he’s like 
when someone is tiying to 
fight. He would try to stop it 
or protect if anyone was go¬ 
ing to get hurt,” she said. 

Heather said detectives 
told her Greg was stabbed in 
the heart and died quickly. 

“He didn’t suffer,” she said. 

Heather said the family 
wants justice for Greg, who 
was loving and generous. 

He was the youngest of 
six and had four daughters of 
his own, ranging in age from 


three to 14. 

“He loved having four 
little girls; it’s what he lived 
for,” Heather said. 

The 31-year-old was a 
hard worker whose resume 
included construction work 
for the city and forestry fire 
work with the government, 
Heather said. 

“Greg was fun-loving. He 
was always known to be a 
prankster. He always made 
you laugh or smile,” she said. 

Late Tuesday, autopsy re¬ 
sults confirmed the death 
was a homicide and that Pratt 
had died from a stab wound. 
He is the city’s 15th homicide 
victim of 2013.

Petition. 

New DATS 
policy unfair, 
usersays 

An Edmonton man worries 
that changes to the disabled 
adult transit service (DATS) 
will make it more difficult for 
people to get around. 

Cam Tait, who has cere¬ 
bral palsy, uses the service 
daily and said a new cancella¬ 
tion policy, which shrinks the 
cancellation window from 
two hours to 30 minutes, is 
unfair. 

He said if the changes 
go through on Sept. 1, as 
planned, he won’t be able to 
stay late at work when the 
need arises. 

“I can cancel, but it will go 
on my file if I didn’t cancel 
within two hours,” he said. 

Under DATS policy, if a 
rider cancels with less than 
two hours’ notice three times 
in less than 30 days, the per¬ 
son will get a letter, followed 
by a second warning letter if 
it happens again. After that, 
it’s a one-weelc suspension. 

DATS service employment 
supervisor Doug Tait, no 
relation to Cam Tait, said the 
change is about using resour¬ 
ces better, since the current 
policy leads to wasted trips. 

“It didn’t allow us to 
reroute another vehicle to 
perhaps pick up more cli¬ 
ents,” he said. 

Cam Tait said that for the 
handicapped — especially 
for people who are newly 
disabled — getting out in the 
community is important and 
the policy change will make 
that harder. 

“You want to do every¬ 
thing you can do to empower 
people to be community 
members, and they are not.” 

He has started a petition 
asking for a reversal of the 
changes. It is posted at 
camtaittalk.blogspot.ca.

Smoke and fire were pouring 
out of a McCauley home short¬ 
ly before a woman was forced 
to jump from her second-floor 
bedroom, a neighbour said on 
Tuesday.

The 
owners of MC Appliance 
were let back into their 
shop a few hours later. 


Edmonton Fire Rescue 
spokesperson Michael Tucker 
said the woman was assessed 
by paramedics on scene. “No 
one reported any significant 
injuries, thankfully,” he said. 

Tucker said the fire was 
contained mostly to one 
room. 

Loovy said he lost import¬ 
ant documents in the blaze, 
including his Canadian cit¬ 
izenship papers, passport 
and pension documents. “All 
my documents are singed up. 
They’re no good now,” he said. 

Fire crews remained on 
the scene for about an hour 
afterward, targeting hot spots 
on the roof.

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Bradley Manning convicted of 
spilling U.S. secrets to WikiLeaks 


Faces up to 136 years. 

Private dodges serious 
and precedent-setting 
charge of aiding enemy 


U.S. army Pfc. Bradley Man¬ 
ning was acquitted of aiding 
the enemy but was convicted 
on Tuesday of espionage, theft 
and other charges, more than 
three years after he spilled se¬ 
crets to WikiLeaks. 


Manning was convicted on 
19 of 21 charges and faces up 
to 136 years in prison. His sen¬ 
tencing begins Wednesday. 

The lead prosecutor, Maj. 
Ashden Fein, said Manning 
knew the material would be 
seen by al-Qaida, a key point 
the prosecutor needed to get 
a conviction of aiding the 
enemy. Even Osama bin Laden 
had some of the digital files at 
his compound when he was 
killed. 

According to Daniel Ells- 


berg — who in the early 1970s 
leaked the Pentagon Papers, 
which showed the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment repeatedly misled 
the public about the Vietnam 
War — Manning’s acquittal 
was more significant than his 
convictions. 

He said a conviction of aid¬ 
ing the enemy would mean 
that most people wouldn’t 
want to risk life imprisonment 
or even execution for exposing 
government secrets.

The driver was on the phone 
with a colleague and appar¬ 
ently looking at a document 
as his train barrelled ahead at 
153 km/h — almost twice the 
speed limit. Suddenly, a no¬ 
torious curve was upon him. 

He hit the brakes too late. 

The train, carrying 218 
passengers, hurtled off the 
tracks and slammed into a 
concrete wall, killing 79. 

On Tuesday, investigators 
announced their preliminary 
findings from analysis of the 
train’s data-recording “black 
boxes,” suggesting that hu¬ 
man error appears to be the 
cause of the disaster. 

The derailment occurred 
near Santiago de Compostela, 
Spain, late last Wednesday. 
Some 66 people injured in 
the crash are still hospital¬ 
ized, 15 in critical condition.

Ark. teachers 
getting armed 



Kindergarten cop? U.S. 
school district paying 
about $ 50 K plus stipends 
for ammunition, training 
to prep staff to act as 
security guards 


When classes at Clarksville 
High School resume in August, 
assistant principal Cheyne 
Dougan will be among more 
than 20 teachers, administra¬ 
tors and other employees in 
the school district carrying 
concealed weapons. 

After a school shooting in 
Connecticut last December 
left 20 children and six teach¬ 
ers dead, the idea of arming 
schoolhouses against gunmen 
was hotly debated across the 
countiy. 

The National Rifle Asso¬ 
ciation declared it the best re¬ 
sponse to serious threats. But 
even in the most conservative 
states, most proposals faltered 
in the face of resistance from 
educators or warnings from 
insurance companies that 
schools would face higher pre- 


Reimagining safety 


miums. 

Making use of a little- 
known Arkansas law that al¬ 
lows licensed, armed security 
guards on campus, Dougan 
and other teachers at the 
school will be considered 
guards. 

In strongly conservative 
Arkansas, where gun owner¬ 
ship is common and gun laws 
are permissive, no school dis¬ 
trict had ever armed teachers, 
according to the state Depart¬ 


ment of Education. The clos¬ 
est was the Lake Hamilton 
School, which for years has 
kept several guns locked up 
in case of emergency. Only a 
handful of administrators — 
not teachers — have access to 
the weapons. 

Clarksville, a community 
of 9,200, is going further. Supt. 
David Hopkins said he faced 
a flood of calls from parents 
worried about safety after the 
attack last year at Sandy Hook 
Elementaiy in Connecticut. 

He said he and other 
school leaders didn’t see why 
they couldn’t rely on their 
own staff and teachers to pro¬ 
tect students rather than hire 
someone.

Caragana shrubs are no 
match for goats that have 
been brought in to clear the 
pesky growth from a big Re¬ 
gina park.

Wascana Centre Authority 
have hired about 90 of the 
bleating eating machines to 
rid the shrubs from a conserv¬ 
ation area of the park where 
the greenery has gotten out 
of control. 

Naturalist Jared Clarke 
says caraganas were once 
planted in rows to delineate 
property lines, but they end¬ 
ed up choking out native spe¬ 


cies of grass and other plants. 

Clarke says the goats are 
an alternative to using herbi¬ 
cides and seem to work bet¬ 
ter than mowing, which is 
a temporaiy fix. The more 
the goats gnaw away at the 
leaves, the harder it is for the 
shrub to grow back. 

The goats will be on duty 
until Monday, when they will 
stand down and be transport¬ 
ed back to their farm in Eden- 
wold, Sasic. Clarke says if the 
project is deemed a success, 
the goats could be brought 
back again in the future.

case. If he is, he’s a paranoid nutcase with a PhD 
in ecology and evolutionary biology from 
Princeton, a master’s in zoology from the Uni¬ 
versity of Washington, and a BA in biology from 
Yale. A beautiful mind. 

Climate Central certainly sounds reputable: 
“An independent organization of leading scien¬ 
tists and journalists researching and reporting 
the facts about our changing climate and its im¬ 
pact on the American public.” Such as 1,700 cit¬ 
ies will be sleeping with the fishes by 2100. 

This is not just an American wet dream: Vari¬ 
ous studies have also earmarked several coastal 
Canadian cities, such as Vancouver and Halifax, 
for the Big Bath. 

So what’s going on here? Why aren’t we all 
stampeding for higher ground? Even if 2100 seems a long way off, 
the sheer scale of this inundation should have us building big 


boats in our backyards and pairing off the raccoons and Pomer¬ 
anians, especially if we live in Hoboken or Fort Lauderdale. 

But nothing’s going on here. The U.S. president has a “plan,” 
but it’s hardly an emergency response, and even if the U.S. starts 
cutting emissions and shoring up dikes, that supposedly won’t 
hold back the tide. And, of course, our Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper sees the emission of greenhouse gas as a patriotic act. 

We obviously don’t believe Strauss or all those other guys 
with letters after their names. Apparently, the skeptics have 
done a great job of painting them as a bunch of careerists so 
greedy for grants they’ll say anything, no matter how over the 
top. If anyone’s all wet, it’s Strauss and all those other scientists 
(dirtyword). 

Still, aren’t you a bit creeped out? What if Strauss is only half 
right, or a quarter right? What if the skeptics, who don’t have 
nearly as many letters after their names, are the wet ones? 

Is there anybody out there who can tell us the truth? It’s a sim¬ 
ple, honest question: How high’s the water, daddy? Really?

Denzel Washington is funny. 
He just doesn’t do funny mov¬ 
ies. 

People have told him how 
good he is with a joke. He 
agrees and he doesn’t. 

“I’m quick. But being 
funny on purpose, take after 
take — I don’t know. It’s new 
territory.” 

Indeed, he hasn’t done a 
full-on funny film since the 
ghost comedy Heart Condi¬ 
tion, opposite Bob Hoskins in 
1990. It’s the only one on his 
resume. 

2 Guns isn’t a full-on com¬ 
edy. It’s a ’70s-style throw¬ 
back thriller, starring Wash¬ 
ington and Mark Wahlberg 
as undercover government 
agents embroiled in the pur¬ 
suit of a booty of stolen cash. 
But he and Wahlberg, long¬ 
time friends finally working 
together, have great chem¬ 
istry, and the tone of the film 
allows them to goof around 
in between shoot-outs and 
scenes where Bill Paxton’s 
fearsome CIA heavy plays Rus¬ 
sian Roulette with his crotch. 

“I’d been looking to stick 
my toe in the water,” Wash¬ 
ington says about being fun¬ 
nier. “Especially coming off 
Flight, I was looking to do 
something where I had more 
fun.” 

Wahlberg had already 
been attached to the produc¬ 
tion, based on Steven Grant’s 
comics, which was a big sell¬ 
ing point for him. 

“Mark is not just funny, 
but he has a warmth and a 
heart about him that I’ve 
loved. I watched Ted the other 
night. That’s a sick movie.” 

Not that he wanted to go 
that far. 

“I’m not ready to be 
spanked yet — not right out 
of the gate. But (Wahlberg) 
helped free me up, to go for 
it, to not worry about being 
silly.” 

Wahlberg was happy it 
wasn’t the traditional kind of 
buddy comedy. 

“Usually they’ll take the 
comedy guy, the really out-

him with the straight guy. We 
didn’t want to do that,” Wahl¬ 
berg explains.

Asked how they handle 
comedy or drama, Wahlberg 
says there’s little difference. 

“I approach eveiything the 
same: I try to make it as real 
as possible,” he explains. “If 
you’re going to make people 
laugh or cry, it’s the same 
thing. But if I start doing prat¬ 
falls, someone please pull the 
plug.” 

Washington just tries to 
integrate himself in his roles. 

“I try to bring my own per¬ 
sonality to the parts, some 
kind of personal connection,” 
he explains. “The audience 
can maybe believe it a bit 
more.” 

When asked which role is 
closet to the real him, he can’t 
help but joke.

What makes a perfect cany 
on? There are a few essentials 
that you should be bringing 
on board eveiy flight. 

An emergency toiletiy 
kit just like those little ones 
people travelling in first class 
are given is perfect for fresh¬ 
ening up prior to landing. 
Make it yourself and include 
toothpaste and toothbrush, 
moisturizer, lip balm, mini de¬ 
odorant and a hairbrush. For 
women bring along mascara, 
lip gloss and tinted moisturiz¬ 
er. Make sure you go for small 
sizes and adhere to the rules 
and regulations on liquids 
and gels. Each container must 
be 100 ml or less and all of 
them have to be able to fit in 
one clear, closed, re-sealable 
plastic bag no more than one 
litre in capacity. 

Remember that food items 



like yogurt and peanut butter 
are also considered liquids 
and gels so if you are bringing 
snacks for yourself or the kids 
bring diy ones. An empty 
water bottle that you can fill 
up on the other side of secur¬ 
ity is a must. 

I never bring a lot of ex¬ 
tra clothes in my carry on, 
but a sweatshirt for warmth 
is a good idea. For women 


a pashmina is even better. 

It can be a blanket, pillow 
or a scarf and takes up less 
space. Toss in a spare pair 
of underwear and a bathing 
suit (if you are headed to 
the beach) in case of lost 
luggage. 

Electronics such as an 
iPad, cellphone or camera 
have to go in your carry on. 

All electronic devices con¬ 
taining lithium batteries are 
prohibited in your checked 
baggage. On the other hand, 
don’t carry on any electronics, 
such as a hair diyer, that you 
cannot turn on if requested to 
do so by a security screening 
agent. Bring along a good 
magazine or a book for when 
electronics need to be turned 
off during take-off and land¬ 
ing. 

Large noise cancelling 
headphones are practical 
and helpful. They save you 
from having to buy cheap 
ear buds on board and act 
like a giant Do Not Disturb 
sign if you prefer not to en¬ 
gage in two hour conversa¬ 
tions with your seat mate. 
Check out the Canadian Air 
Transport Authority website 
for a full listing of exemptions 
and prohibited items.

Come to the island 
where time stood still 


Mackinac Island. 

In northern Michigan 
is a tiny place still 
powered by horses 


Producers of the 1980 movie 
Somewhere in Time didn’t 
need to build elaborate sets to 
depict the tale of a playwright 
who travels back to 1912 to find 
romance. They simply filmed 
on Mackinac Island, a Great 
Lakes enclave that retains its 
Victorian-era charm thanks to 
its ban on motor vehicles. 

Motor vehicles have been 
banned on the island since 
the start of the 20th century 
after an automobile frightened 
some of the horses. These days, 
people still travel by horse- 
drawn carriage, as well as by 
bike and by foot. 

Mackinac Island, located 
off the Straits of Mackinac sep¬ 
arating Michigan’s Upper and 
Lower Peninsulas, was an im¬ 


portant outpost in the region’s 
fur trade, but that gave way to 
fishing and eventually tourism. 

Among the main attrac¬ 
tions: the Grand Hotel, a 
385-room luxuiy hotel that 
played a central role in Some¬ 
where in Time. In fact, fans 
of the movie, many in period 
costumes, descend on the is¬ 
land and the hotel eveiy fall 
for a weekend of reenact¬ 
ments and a screening. 

You get reminders of a by¬ 
gone era before even leaving 
the mainland by ferry. Crews 
cart overnight luggage onto the 
ferry, the way full-service por¬ 
ters used to at train stations and 
hotels. The Grand Hotel stands 
out as your ferry approaches 
the island. Closer to the dock, 
you pass a pair of quaint light¬ 
houses, including one featured 
in the movie. 

Once you’re on the island, 
you have plenty of options. 
Head to the Mackinac Island 
State Park Visitor’s Center for 
an orientation. About 80 per

cent of the island is controlled 
by the state park, but staff 
there can also point you to 
other things to do, too. For $11 
US, visitors can stroll through 
Fort Mackinac. You can witness 
demonstrations of old-style 
guns and a cannon—be sure to 
heed the demonstrators’ advice 
to cover your ears. You can also 
see some of the buildings once 
used for distributing supplies 
and housing soldiers.

search of a small wagon with 
space for five, available all¬ 
wheel-drive and with an aver¬ 
sion to gas pumps should find 
the Trax to their liking.

Common issues

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These Misfits know how to turn heads 


Autopilot. Cleveland 
CycleWerks’ retro 
bike models are going 
down a treat in Canada

Cleveland CycleWerks 
is based on the premise 
that the major motorcycle 
manufacturers are current¬ 
ly under-serving a demand 
for small, affordable — and 
stylish — motorcycles. 

According to propaganda 
on its website, Cleveland 
CycleWerks founder and 
designer, Scott Colosimo, 
is determined to develop a 
global company that deliv¬ 
ers, “kick-ass motor prod¬ 
ucts for the world ... We 
build bikes to turn heads 
and save you money.” 

That’s how I first encoun¬ 
tered them — they turned 
my head when I was troll¬ 
ing around a motorcycle 
show a couple of years ago. 

While they’ve been on 
the U.S. market since 2009, 
they’ve only been available 
in Canada for less than a 
year. Lately, I’ve been see¬ 
ing Cleveland Misfit models 
buzzing around my part of 
town, and whenever they 
do, they still manage to 
snap my head around. 

The 250-cc class Misfit 
and Heist models are ob¬ 
viously retro and minimal¬ 
ist — just how I like my 
motorcycle stylings. 

Minimalist and retro is 


also how so-called Hipsters 
like most anything, and the 
Cleveland bikes are definite¬ 
ly targeting and attracting 
this crowd. But according to 
their Canadian distributor, 
the bikes are also having a 
broader appeal in Canada 
than first anticipated. 

“We sort of assumed 
Misfit would cater to young 
hipsters,” says Neil Vander- 
lcooi, director of business 
development at Vision¬ 
ary Motorsports, over the 
phone from the company’s 
head office in Edmonton. 
“But once other people see 
the bike, they also realize 
it’s a good bike for a good 
price.” 

Both Misfit and Heist sell 
for $3,499. 

“We’re doing well in 
rural Alberta, for example, 
where we didn’t think 
people would be interested 
in a lower displacement 
bike.” 

Vanderlcooi notes small 
bikes can appeal on many 
levels. They’re a good first¬ 
time bike, or alternative for 
those not comfortable on 
the big bikes. You can also 
stick one on the back of 
an RV. And they can give a 
seasoned biker something 
different to play with for a 
change. 

He adds the bikes also 
lend themselves to easy and 
cheap modification and cus¬ 
tomization — not always 
the case with more expen¬ 
sive and larger machinery. 
Heavy-duty motorcycle guys 
are also buying them for 
their girlfriends and wives. 
(A little bit sexist yes, but 
what can you do?)

Hooligan, will join the Can¬ 
adian offerings, as soon as 
they complete their Trans¬ 
port Canada certification. 

Ace is in the “supermoto” 
mould, and therefore more 
modern in vibe than the 
others, but Vanderlcooi says 
it was always the plan to 
have two distinct lines: ret¬ 
ro and modern. 

While conceived and 
designed in Cleveland, 
Ohio, all the bikes are ac¬ 
tually built and assembled 
in China. Many in the bik¬ 
er community are pretty 
sticky about where they 
want their bikes built, and 
China is not generally on 
their preferred locale list, 
but Cleveland CycleWerks 


has never shied away from 
discussing their Chinese 
connections. 

Obviously some people 
don’t like the Chinese con¬ 
nection, says Vanderlcooi, 
but it’s an important ele¬ 
ment in the affordability 
story, and he asks rhetoric¬ 
ally, what hasn’t been made 
in China of late? 

The 250-cc models are 
not designed for extended 
highway cruising, but Van- 
derlcooi says there are some 
larger bikes in the works 
that will be. Stay tuned. 

But let’s hope those mod¬ 
els aren’t too big. Because as 
we all well know, size does 
indeed matter; sometimes 
things are just too big. 


Chrysler makes second quarter 
recovery after slow 2013 start 


Why the slump? The 

automaker was slow to 
release new versions of 
the Ram pickup and Jeep 
Grand Cherokee SUV 


Chiysler Group’s sales picked 
up in the second quarter 
thanks to strong U.S. demand 
for trucks and SUVs, but the 
company still cut its full-year 
sales and profit targets after a 
slower than expected start to 
the year. 


Chrysler said Tuesday that 
its net income rose 16 per cent 
to $507 million in the April- 
June period from $436 million 
a year ago. It was Chrysler’s 
eighth straight quarterly profit. 

Chiysler sold 643,000 
vehicles worldwide in the 
second quarter, up 10 per cent 
from a year ago. Sales were 
also up 10 per cent in the U.S., 
where Chrysler sells 75 per 
cent of its vehicles. Chrysler’s 
U.S. sales rose faster than the 
industiy average of eight per 
cent in the second quarter. Rev¬ 
enue was up seven per cent to

$18 billion from $16.8 billion. 

Chrysler said it now expects 
to ship 2.6 million vehicles 
worldwide in 2013, at the low 
end of its target of between 
2.6 million and 2.7 million.

from its previous target of 
around $2.2 billion. 

Chrysler’s first-quarter fig¬ 
ures suffered because it was 
slow to release new versions 
of the Ram pickup and Jeep 
Grand Cherokee SUV, two 
of its most popular vehicles.

Following the recent floods 
in places like Toronto and 
Calgary, it’s possible some 
water-damaged cars may 
have been quickly dried out 
and offered for sale to un¬ 
suspecting buyers. 

“People should never pur¬ 
chase a used vehicle without 
a vehicle histoiy report,” says 
Anne Marie Thomas, manager 
of sales and new business 
development for Insurance- 
Hotline.com. “A lot of people 
buy the histoiy report after 
they’ve purchased the car, and 
that’s like closing the barn 
door after the horse is gone.” 

When an insurance com¬ 
pany writes off a car, it 
doesn’t necessarily mean that 
it can’t be fixed, but that the 
repairs will cost more than 
the vehicle is worth. This 
write-off status is noted on 
the vehicle’s registration. 
Such cars are commonly 
called “branded.” 

It’s possible to repair a 
branded vehicle to the prov¬ 
ince’s safety standards and 
have it reinstated for the 
road, but some unscrupulous 
owners or dealers will do just 
a quick cosmetic touch-up and 
offer the car for sale. A vehicle 
histoiy report will indicate if

• Better safe than sorry. 

Cars written off in collisions 
are sometimes shoddily 
fixed and resold. Always 
check the vehicle’s history, 
since these vehicles can be 
unsafe to drive. 

• Mechanic’s opinion. 

It's always best to have a 
trusted mechanic check 
over any used car you're 
planning to buy. 

the car has been branded, and 
if so, if it was subsequently re¬ 
paired to provincial standards 
and recertified. If it wasn’t, 
you can’t put license plates 
on it. 

Water-damaged cars 
aren’t necessarily written off, 
though, and the seller may 
not tell you that it got soaked. 
Watch for vehicles registered 
in places that got flooded, and 
that were put up for sale in 
other provinces a month or 
two after the disaster. 

Check the car for clues. A 
mouldy smell is an immediate 
tip-off, but a car that smells 
veiy strongly of air freshen¬ 
ers could warn of a post-flood 
cleanup. Look in the engine 
compartment, glove box, in 
the trunk under the spare 
tire, under the dash, or in 
other hidden areas for dried 
mud or sand. Check the wir¬ 
ing, since flooding can turn 
it brittle. When you turn the 
key, all of the warning lights 
should come on for a short 
period. Be waiy if some don’t, 
because it could indicate that 
water got into the system. 

Beware of new carpeting 
or seat upholsteiy. If you can, 
pull up a comer of the carpet 
to look at the condition of 
the floor, or reach under the 
seat to see if the underside is 
damp or dirty. Pull the seat- 
belts all the way out and look 
for water stains on the lower 
portion. 

“A mechanic might be able 
to help with identifying a 
flooded car,” Thomas says, “ft 
depends on the extent of the 
damage. Some can be fixed, 
but others are beyond repair.”
